Record of Town Meeting 1957 


Articles in 1957 Town Warrant and Proceedings of the Town Meeting 
March 12, 1957 


The meeting was opened at 10:00 A.M. with prayers by Rev. Henry 
Jameson, Jr. Then the polls were opened to take care of Articles | 
and 2 by ballot voting and closed at 7:00 P.M. The other Articles were 
taken up and voted on at 7:00 P.M. 


1. ‘To choose all necessary officers for the ensuing year. 


2. To vote on the following subject: Shall the provisions of Chap- 
ter 171A of the Revised Laws relative to playing games of Beano be 
adopted in this town? 


3. ‘To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray town 
charges for the ensuing year and make appropriations of the same. 
Voted to raise 

and appropriate 


A. For Town Officers’ Salaries $2,100 
B. For Town Officers’ Expenses 1,500 
C. For Election & Registration 100 
D. For the Expense of Town Hall 3,000 
E. For the Police Department 600 
F. For the Fire Department 3,000

H. For Vital Statistics 20 
I. For Street Lighting 1,200 
J. For Summer Maintenance of Highways 8,000 
K. For Winter Maintenance of Highways 3,000

It was voted to pass over Article M. 


N. For Town Poor 600 
Motion by Fred Moss and it was voted 
to lump articles O through U in one vote: 
O. For Old Age Assistance 2,200 
P. For Memorial Day and Care of Memorial 150 
Q. For Support of the Cemetery 500 
R. For the Town Dump 500 
S. For Social Security 400 
T. For Long Term Notes 1,400 
U. For Payment of Interest 600 


4. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$1,185.48, the state to contribute $7,903.23 for Town Road Aid or act 
in relation thereto. 

Motion by Fred Moss and seconded by Henry Friedrich. $1,185.48. 
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5. ‘To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$100.00, this year and each year until 1963. This money to be used 
to finance the Bi-Centennial Celebration in 1963, or act in relation 
thereto. 

Motion by F. Moss and seconded by B. Hooper: Moved we raise 
and appropriate $100.00 to finance the Bi-Centennial Celebration in 
1963, and that we recommend that this article be placed in the war- 
rant each year until 1963. 

It was so voted. 

Motion by Charles E. French that Article No. 5 be amended to 
read that $100.00 be placed in Capital Reserve for the 1963 Bi-Centen- 
nial Celebration. 


It was so voted. 


6. To see what action, if any, the town will take in reference to 
financially assisting a Doctor to become established in the ‘Town of 
New Boston, to an amount not to exceed $3,000.00, and to be repaid 
within a period of 10 years. This project to be supervised by the 
Planning Board and the Board of Selectmen. 

Motion by H. Friedrich and seconded by C. French to see if the 
town will vote $3,000.00 to assist a Doctor to become established in 
New Boston, to be supervised by the Planning Board and Selectmen. 


It was so voted. (69 yes and 35 no) 


7. ‘Yo see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$100.00 to spray the trees around the ‘Town Common, or act in rela- 
tion thereto. 

Motion by F. Moss, that we raise and appropriate $100.00 to spray 
the trees around the town common, and that the Selectmen co-operate 
with individuals who wish to have their trees sprayed at the same 
time, at their own expense. 


It was so voted. 


8. ‘To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate a sum not 
exceeding $100.00 to the Merrimack Valley Region Association for the 
purpose of publicizing and promoting the natural advantages and 
resources of the ‘Town in cooperation with the 37 other Communities 
in this region, or act in relation thereto. 


Motion by F. Moss that we raise and appropriate the sum of $100.00 
to purchase advertising space in the 1958 Guide of the Merrimack 
Valley Region Association. 


It was so voted. 


9. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$300.00 to buy new chairs for the Town Hall, or act in relation thereto. 


Motion by Chas. Gould and seconded by Harold Todd, to raise and 
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appropriate $300.00 to buy new chairs and benches for the ‘Town 
Hall. 


It was so voted. 


10. To see if the town will authorize the Selectmen, Planning Board 
and Finance Committee, to keep the Water and Sewerage problems 
open for future study. 


Motion by H. Gagnon and seconded by R. Barss as above and it 
yas so voted. 


11. To see if the town will vote to buy a new Payloader, raise and 
appropriate money for same, or act in relation thereto. 


Motion by W. O. Mason, seconded by C. Johnson, that the town of 
New Boston appropriate the sum of $15,050.00 to purchase a four- 
wheel drive new loader, comparable in size with the Model H.H. Pay- 
loader, long term notes to be taken care of under Article No. 13. 


Motion carried, votes 42 Yes — 36 No. 


12. If no action is taken on Article 11, to see if the town will vote 
to buy a new truck, raise and appropriate money for same, or act in 
relation thereto. 


It was voted to pass over Article 12. 


13. To see if the town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to issue 
long term notes to cover any appropriations made under Articles 11 
and JZ, 

Motion by F. Moss, that we authorize the Selectmen to issue long 
term notes to cover the appropriation of $15,050.00 under Article 11. 
Motion to use ballot. Total votes cast 129, 72 Yes — 57 No, necessary 
to carry 86. Vote did not carry. 

Motion by F. Moss, seconded by C. Gould to reconsider. 45 No — 
35 Yes, Motion did not carry. 


14. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $500.00 for further repairs to the town sheds, or act in relation 
thereto. 


Motion made by L. Michaud. It was so voted. 


15. ‘To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$500.00 to take care of the sewerage problem of the Town Hall, or act 
in relation thereto. 

Motion made by H. Todd and seconded by E. Locke. 


It was so voted. 


16. By request of the Burnham Hill Water Company: To see what 
action the voters will take in regards to selling water from the Town 
Hall artesian well; said Company to bear the entire cost. 


Motion by F. Moss, seconded by R. Pelchat, that depending on 
suitable survey and test and with approval and under the supervision 
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of the Selectmen, that the Burnham Hill Water Co. be allowed to take 
surplus water from the top of the town’s artesian well, at no expense 
to the town, and so that the town is not caused any shortage of water. 
It was so voted. 
Amendment by L. Michaud, seconded by H. Towne, that no charge 
to anyone be made for water used from the Town Hall well. 


Motion did not carry. 


17. To see if the town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to sell 
or administer property of the town acquired by tax deed or gift. 

Motion made by C. French, seconded by C. Gould. 

It was so voted. 


18. To see if the town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to hire 
money to meet the necessary expenses of the town. 


Motion made by L. Michaud. It was so voted. 


19. To see if the town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to de- 
liver inventory blanks at the time inventory is taken. 

Motion made by R. Pelchat, seconded by L. Michaud. It was so 
voted. 


20. ‘To transact any other business that may legally come before the 
meeting. 

It was moved and voted to accept the Town Reports as written and 
a vote of thanks to Mr. Gunnar Isacson for his excellent work on the 
‘Town Reports. 


It was moved and voted that when the ballots were counted that the 
meeting be closed. Meeting adjourned at 10:30 P.M.

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Forest Fire Report 
FOREST FIRE PREVENTION IS EVERYBODY'S BUSINESS 


New Hampshire faces a continuing challenge in its forest fire prob- 
lem — 97 percent of all our forest fires being man-caused and _pre- 
ventable a serious indictment of interest in our own welfare and 
that of our neighbor. Both the State and the towns are striving dili- 
gently to effectively meet the challenge through education of the 
public to the threat fire presents to our woodlands; by maintaining a 
well trained corps of wardens and deputy wardens in every community 
and by providing ample opportunity for all who wish to dispose of 
unwanted waste materials. Careless and perverseness, however, con- 
tinue to be the big hurdles. 

Thoughtlessly discarded lighted cigars, cigarettes and matches from 
moving vehicles, by hikers, hunters and fishermen; careless burning of 
debris during hazardous periods in dangerous locations; illegal burning; 
improperly extinguished debris, camp and cook fires all result in 
serious loss of property disruption of industry and farm work and 
unnecessary expenditure of town and state funds. 

To meet the challenge successfully, the state, your community and 
your local forest fire warden need YOUR thoughtful and cooperative 
effort — The rules are simple. 








1. Don’t burn at home — use your town dump and avoid all 
fire problems. 


2. If you do burn, be sure to secure a written permit from your 
local forest fire warden when the ground is not covered with 
snow. Permits are required for open debris fires, home inciner- 
ators, outdoor fire places and camp fires. Your warden is in- 
structed to permit burning if weather conditions, site and 
type of burning are safe. 


3. Be sure that all lighted material — cigars, cigarettes and 
matches — are completely out before discarding them. Use 
ash trays in automobiles. 


4. Make certain that your debris, camp and cook fires are com- 
pletely out before leaving them.

Insist that others be careful and comply with burning require- 
ments. 


6. Call the warden promptly when fire is detected and aid him 
to extinguish it.

The Selectmen, citizen 
committees, and many interested individuals 
worked with the Board in reviewing and 


evaluating existing source material. 


The maps hitherto available showed dis- 
crepancies in road locations, duplications 
of road names, and roads without any names. 
Where there were such name problems, the 
residents on the road in question reached an 
agreement with the Board on the use of one 
name. Some of the old highways, now closed, 
have been indicated on the new map for 
the purpose of preserving historic interest 
as well as for the practical matter of identifi- 
cation for emergency fire control purposes. 
The route of the original stage coaches, 
names of ponds, brooks, and points of his- 
toric interest were compiled with the aid 
of older residents and from ancient records. 


A base for the map was provided by exist- 
ing air photography. This was used in the 
drafting of the map by the N. H. State Plan- 
ning & Development Commission staff, whose 
skill and patient attention to detail pro- 
vided the Town with a useful document to 
serve many purposes. Copies of the map in 
three sizes will be available for purchase 
by any citizen.

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Forestry Project Report — F.F.A. 


In accordance with an argeement with the Selectmen, and_ the 
Forestry Committee, of the Town of New Boston, the Piscataquog 
Chapter of F.F.A. herewith submits a report of accomplishment for 
the year 1957: 

We cut 11,230 feet of logs and sold same for $34.00 per thousand, 
for a total income of $381.82. 

We also cut 12 cords of cordwood, sold 1 cord for $18.00 and have 
11 cords on hand. 214 cords of poplar and 21% cords of pine are 
sawed stove length and we have 6 cords of 4’ hardwood for sale, as 
well as 5 cords of pulp wood. 

One acre was thinned, 14 acre cleared and 2 acres were pruned and 
weeded. 

For reforestation we set out 1,000 red pine and 100 spruce trees. 

We received $79.00 from the government as compensation for good 
forest practices. 

Our expenses were — timber tax — $13.48, yarding logs — $20.00, 
labor by F.F.A. members, 27614 hours totaled $212.13 paid out. There 
were 110 free hours of labor donated by F.F.A. members, 5 hours by 
each member besides approximately 45 hours of regular supervised 
class time. 

A sign was made and put up at the entrance of the lot. 

From our profits we bought a 1949 car and remodeled it into a home- 
made tractor and built a trailer at a cost of $90.00. 

During the year we had the pleasure of outlining our project before 
a group from the Merrimack Valley Region Association. 

We plan to weed and thin 4 more acres during 1958, prune 4 acres 
and plant 1,000 red pine and 100 spruce. 

Only pulp and cordwood will be cut this year from the above acre- 
age. 

All work done was under the supervision of Mr. Kittredge, our 
F.F.A. Advisor, and as outlined and recommended by Robert Breck, 
County Forester.

This letter concerns the status of the White Pine Blister Rust con- 
trol program in New Boston and the contemplated work for the year 
1958. 

Our first goal in establishing control of the disease is to so reduce 
the population of currant and goosebury bushes that the disease can- 
not drastically spread. ‘This has been accomplished in New Boston. 
After the first goal is reached; there comes the problem of maintaining 
the control which has already been established so that we will not 
lose what we have gained. This problem is small, compared to the 
original control, but it does require periodic examination at about 
five year intervals in most localities. At the present time, we are work- 
ing out a schedule for each town which is based on a five year interval 
of town co-operation. The problem of maintaining the control already 
established is greater in some towns than in others but if our work 
plan is conducted as scheduled, we will eventually be working in most 
towns on a minimum interval of five years. 

In New Boston, the last Blister Rust Control work was done in 1954, 
at which time your town co-operated in the program to the extent of 
$400.00. In order to maintain the control schedule it will be necessary 
to examine 7,707 acres in your town during the coming year. If this 
is completed in 1958, the next work in New Boston will be scheduled 
in the year 1963. 

The past cooperation of your town has been an important factor in 
establishing control of the disease and your assistance is again solicited 
in order that the control, now well established, may be maintained. A 
Town appropriation of $400.00, together with available State and 
Federal funds should be sufficient to maintain your part of the pro- 


gram in 1958.

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Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


To the Citizens of New Boston: 
I hereby submit my annual report as Superintendent of Schools. 


Teaching Staff 

There were several changes on our staff upon the opening of school 
in September. Guy Heath, teacher of the sixth grade and principal 
of the elementary school, resigned to accept .a position in another 
state, and Mrs. Verna Drury retired from teaching to assume the role 
of homemaker. The vacancies were filled by Maitlon Rexford (Keene 
Teachers College), and Mrs. Frances Riley of Manchester, who had 
previously taught in Dover. 

Enrollments 

The enrollments as of the opening of school in September showed 
but little change over those of the prior year. However, the enroll- 
ments in grades 7-12 show a gradual increase, which factor causes 
certain administration problems for the principal and his staff. ‘The 
enrollments in certain subjects are now such that combining of groups 
is no longer feasible or possible. In the past we have taught certain 
subjects every second year for two consecutive classes. Now, however, 
it is difficult to follow such an arrangement, and we are forced to 
offer these subjects each year. In short, each year finds us with an 
additional number of subjects to be taught, necessitating more teacher 
time. 

State Report 

In mid December three staff members of the State Board of Educa- 
tion visited the High School. The purposes of the visit were two fold; 
the first, to clarify what action is necessary to qualify the New Boston 
High School as an Approved High School under the Minimum Stan- 
dards for New Hampshire Secondary Schools, (which standards become 
effective Sept. 1, 1958), and, secondly, to identify those aspects of the 
school plant and program which are in need of attention if New 
Boston is to offer a comprehensive high school program. 

The report of this committee lists the following as necessary to meet 
the minimum standards: 


1, ‘Three additional course offerings in Vocation and Practical Arts. 
(The development of a full program in Business Education is 
considered the most appropriate way to meet the requirements.) 

2. ‘Iwo additional offerings in Music and General Art. 

3. Beginning with the Freshman Class of next fall, one course each 
in the fields of Mathematics and Science is required of each 
pupil prior to graduation (in addition to four years of English 
and one year of United States History), and, 

4. No teacher shall be assigned more than five different class prepa- 
rations daily. 


Certain additional action is also strongly recommended, including 
the following: 
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1. If class size is in excess of 12 students, additional area should be 
provided for Home Economics. 

2. Science facilities and equipment should be improved, particu- 
larly in the field of Biology. 

3. The school library should be expanded and a suitable location 
and equipment for the same created. 

4. Attention should be given to providing a suitable location and 

equipment for the proposed course in Business Education. 

Provision should be made for a suitable guidance program, and 

teacher time should be made available for this service. 


Or 


Budget for 1958-59 

It is obvious that the above requirements and recommendations will 
demand a decided increase in our school budget. To add a teacher 
to our high school staff, and to add the equipment necessary for Busi- 
ness Education as well as in other fields as recommended by the State 
Committee, will cause an automatic increase in our budget of some 
$5,000. 

The need for additional teachers on other levels has been carefully 
reviewed by your School Board. The limited size of the High School 
building does not allow for the seventh grade to move to that building 
as has been our custom, particularly when we consider the total in- 
crease in grades 7 through 12, and also the setting up of space for the 
Business Education Course. A second teacher should be secured to 
cover the seventh grade (and possibly a part of the sixth in combina- 
tion therewith). 


At the annual meeting in March 1957, the School Board and Super- 
intendent recommended an additional teacher in order to provide 
for single grades per room in the elementary school. Such action was 
not approved by the voters, but during the fall months certain groups 
of parents requested that such a teacher be added. However, since the 
district indicated by its action that it did not favor adding a teacher, 
the Board did not feel that it had legal right to make the addition. 


The proposed budget for 1958-59 contains funds for the first two 
teachers mentioned above, but does not include the additional teacher 
necessary to “purify” the grades in the Elementary School. If the 
voters so wish, the budget could be amended at the Annual Meeting 
this coming March. 

As indicated above, the School Board’s proposed budget for 1958-59, 
shows a large increase over the current budget. The addition of two 
teachers, (one in Business Education, and a second to relieve the load 
on the so-called junior high level), accounts for a major part of the 
increase in teachers’ salaries (Item No. 6). Also under this item is 
included increases in salaries of our present teachers. Each year the 
Starting salary of teachers continues to rise, and it is only just and 
right that the salaries of the established teachers be increased ac- 
cordingly. 
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Some years ago we followed a systematic plan of teacher salaries, 
giving recognition to the experience and training of the teacher. This 
fall a revision was submitted to the School Board, and after due con- 
sideration, the Board took steps to adapt the schedule to our staff. 
Certainly in this period of shortage of competent teachers, we must 
give due consideration to establishing a policy of adequate salaries to 
teachers or our schools and the education of our children will reflect 
the results. 

The Future 

Before closing this report I should like to return to the report of the 
Committee of the State Board of Education and the Minimum Stan- 
dards for New Hampshire Secondary Schools. 


The basic objective involved is to guarantee to all children in our 
state equal educational opportunities. For example, a pupil who 
chances to live in a community maintaining a small high school should 
not be denied the right to pursue a certain program in Commerce 
which would be undoubtedly provided in a larger school. The same is 
true in other subject fields as well. 


It is not impossible for a community such as New Boston to meet 
the basic requirements of the new regulations. It is, however, expen- 
sive and will necessarily reflect sharply in the financial needs of the 
School Board. In some instances it may be advisable to consider one 
of two alternate proposals; (1) to enroll the high school pupils on a 
tuition basis, or (2) enter into a cooperative plan with several adja- 
cent towns. 


Before one can take a definite position on the problem, the future 
physical needs of the schools must also be considered. If added space 
is necessary in the near future, the added cost of capital outlay, to- 
gether with the already evident increases in program costs, may reach 
a figure beyond the ability of the community to provide. 


At the moment I am not certain as to the most expedient road to 
follow. I do feel, however, that if we continue to develop the program 
locally, the total cost may be in excess of our share of the expenses of 
constructing and maintaining a cooperative school with Weare and 
Goffstown. This fact is obvious; we should not commit ourselves in 
any one direction until all possible facts are available. It is a problem 
which requires the serious study by all citizens of our town in ascer- 
taining which plan provides the best possible educational opportuni- 
ties for our young people in terms of our ability to meet the costs 
thereof.

I am submitting my sixth annual report of the Health Services given 
in the New Boston Schools for the period of 1956-1957. 

During this time Dr. Albert Snay of Goffstown examined all pupils 
in grade one, four, seven, ten, all new children, and all pupils engaged 
in competitive sports. 

All pupils were weighed, measured, and given a vision and hearing 
test. Notices were sent to parents of children who had any condition 
which deviated from the normal.

92 children received the Patch Test. Three Salk Vaccine Clinics were 
held during the school year. In October 80 received the Polio innocu- 
lations, November 36, and May 138. Pre-school registration was held 
in April with 16 attending. One child received eye examination through 
Sight Conservation. At the present time we have four children attend- 
ing Child Guidance Clinic. One child is receiving special help in lip 
reading. A Dental Health Educational Program has been started in 
our elementary school. A course in Home Care of the sick was given 
to the junior and senior girls. 35 home visits were made and 32 first 
aids given. 

I wish to express my thanks to the Superintendent, parents, teachers, 
School Board and custodian for their cooperation.
